Rabbi I. J. YOFFEY (Manchester) 


We deeply regret to announce that Rabbi Israel Jacob Yoffey, 
the beloved and greatly respected Rabbi of the Central Synagogue, 
Manchester, died on Tuesday, as the result of bronchial pneumonia, 
at the Hopital Israélite, Ramleh, Alexandria, Egypt, while on his 
way, with Mrs. Yoffey, to Palestine 
for their first visit. 

Rabbi Yoffey was born at 
Vilkomir, Lithuania, sixty years 
ago. He came to this country at 
the age of twenty-three, when on 
the recommendation of several 
renowned Lithuanian Rabbis he 
received a “call” to the Central 
Synagogue at Manchester. He 
took up this post in succession to 
the distinguished Rabbi Joseph 
Jaffe, whose daughter, Pere, he 
married. Shortly after his appoint. 
ment at the Central Synagogue, he 
Was unanimously elected one of 
the Rabbanim of the local Board 
of Shechita, and he always took 
an active and a zealous interest in 
the work of the Beth Din. At 
a recent sitting of that body, 
Rabbi Yoffey raised the question 
of undue ostentation in the celebra-. 
tion of Simchas, and expressed the opinion that much could be done 
by Rabbanim and Ministers to mitigate the evil. He said he was 
in complete accord with the sentiments which had been expressed 
on the subject by THe Jewish CHRONICLE. He was. one of the 
founders of the Talmudical College of Manchester; and was later 
its Chairman, and also served as Chairman of the Talmud Torah 
and of the Manchester Education Committee. Thé deceased was a 
powerful force in the educational life of the community and was a 
keen advocate of the adoption of modern methods of teaching. A 
staunch supporter of the Yeshivot, he often undertook propaganda 
work in behalf of foreign Educational Institutions. He was strongly 
in favour of the establishment of Hebrew Day Schools and did 
much to popularise the idea of denominational schools for 
children’s Hebrew instruction. With Rabbi H. Hurwitz he organised 
the preliminaries of the Orthodox Rabbis’ Conference held at Leeds 
in 1911. | 

During the War, Rabbi Yoffey took an active share in the work 
of the Manchester Russian Fand Committee and, as Chairman of 
the Hightown Branch, was successful in raising the sum of £3,000 

for the relief of the distressed Jewish populations of Russia and 
Poland. He arranged the establishment of a Kasher kitchen and 
abstention from work on the Sabbath for about two hundred of our 
co-religionists who were interned at the time at Tadcaster. Rabbi 

Yoffey was an ardent Zionist and a popular figure on Zionist 
platforms. He was a delegate to several Zionist Congresses. He 
convened the first Mizrachi Conference in the United Kingdom, 
which was held in Manchester in 1918. This Conference led to 
the opening of the Mizrachi Bureau in London. Rabbi Yoffey was 
President of the Manchester Agudah and Vice-President of the 
Bureau. One of the latest honours he received was that of appoint- 
ment as one of the two Provincial Rabbanim on the Rabbinical 
Commission set up under the schedule of the Slaughter of Animals 
Act. 

The deceased was a frequent contributor to Hebrew periodicals 


and to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. His book MO35 is an admir- 
able survey of Israel's position in Galut. His other published 
works include “ Hadrath Israel,’ “ Techiath Israel” and “ Shofar 
Israel.” He was a gifted speaker in English, Hebrew and Yiddish. 
He leaves a widow, two sons and two daughters. One of his sons 
18 Dr. J. M. Yoffey, Senior Lecturer in Anatomy at University College, 
Cardiff, and one of his daughters is married to Mr. Elias Epstein, 
Secretary in Jerusalem of the Keren Kayemet. 

A Memorial Service will be held at the Central Synagogue, 
Heywood Street, on Sunday next at 3.30 p.m., when the Chief Rabbi 
will deliver the memorial sermon. The Lord Mayor of Manchester 
and the Mayor of Salford are expected to attend. 


Mr. 8.8. Levy, President of the Central Synagogue, Manchéster, 
writes : 

Not only the members of his Congregation but the whole of the Man- 
chester Community were profoundly grieved to learn of the sudden death 
of their belos ed Rabbi Yoffey while on his way to Eretz Yisrael, for his 
first visit there. No expression of sorrow would be deep enongh for the 
sense of loss that is felt by the Executive and the members of the Central 
Synagogue, and by the teaching staff and children of the Hebrew classes. 
For thirty-seven years the late Rabbi was a tower of strength to 
J udaism, and his learning and orthodoxy were an inspiration to all who 
heard his words or read his works. Every Sabbath evening crowds 
attended to hear his ‘* Droshas’’ and derived the spiritual help from them 
which it was his delight to give. He was essentially a ‘* man of peace ” 
and during the course of many years’ Chairmanship of the Beth Din and 
privately with people who visited him in his own home he had smoothed 
out literally hundreds of communal tangles and quarrels. Besides his 
great learning and love for the Torah, he had two abiding ideals—love for 
the children and a desire to see them fully educated in Jewish traditions 
and principles ; and a love for Eretz Yisrael which caused him to become 
a leading figure in the Mizrachi movement. He continually took an 
active interest in the progress of the Synagogne’s Hebrew school and 
was reverenced by all its staff. Education of youth was one of his 
life’s objects, and he had been known often to say that even one 
hour lost from teaching was the worst thing that could happen. 
Through Rabbi Yoffey’s inflnence the Central Syaagogue was one of the 
first in the country to subscribe to the Shekel through the Mizrachi; ana 
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the Jewish National Fund found in him a consistent upholder at ey-, 
collection at Simchas and other gatherings.

Mr. JOHN JAFFE 


Last Sunday one of the best known members of the British colony in 
the South of France, Mr. John Jaffe, passed away at his residence “ Villa 
Jaffe,’ 38, Promenade des Anglais, Nice, at the age of ninety. Formerly 
a member of the Jewish Community in Bélfast, Ireland, Mr. Jaffe, who 
was the second son of the late Mr. Daniel Jaffe, had lived on the Riviera 
with his wife Anna, who survives him, since 1885. He was a noted art 
collector, and in March, 1933, celebrated his diamond wedding by purchas- 
ing a library of books that had belonged to Napoleon, and which was being 
offered for sale in Berlin, and presented it to the Napoleonic Museum at 
Malmaison, near Paris. For his services to the French nation Mr. and Mrs. 
Jaffe were awarded the Cross of the Legion of Honour, and it was only on 
Wednesday of last week that the Mayor of Nice presented them with the 
insignia. The deceased was buried yesterday at Nice. 


M. LEOPOLD GOTTLIEB (Paris)

The well-known painter, M. Leopold Gottlieb, died here on the 
26th ult., at the age of forty-six. The deceased had a prominent name on 
Montparnasse as one of the first among the Jewish artists of Paris, and

He was a leading 
figure in the cottonopolis of the Netherlands and much of the reputation 
of Enschede as the cotton-spinning centre of this country is due to his 
initiative and enterprise. Mr. Hartogensius was foremost in work on 
behalf of his coreligionists. He was not only a generous supporter of the 
local institutions, he was a founder of the temporary Jewish Shelter ip 
1893 and till last year acted as Hon. Secretary. For the combination of 
institutions in Holland catering for the Jewish weak-minded, he performed 
exceptional service, devoting his time and wealth to his afflicted core 
ligionists.

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are merely victims of conditions for which they are not responsible, 
and that therefore Christians throughout the world should feel a real 
conscience about securing funds, first to care for the non-Jewish refugees, 
and second to help to care for the great bulk of the refugees. If this 
plea to non-Jews resulted in even a small response in proportion to the 
numbers to whom it is addressed, then the financial problem would be 
solved ; and I cannot rest easily unless and until my fellow non-Jews, 
who have a sense of public responsibility, more fully respond to that 
sense than they have done heretofore.’’ Continuing, he .appealed to 
the Governments of Europe, of North and South America, and of other 
parts of the world to consider the moral claim of the refugees of the 
right to enter, and to remember that the refugees were not liabilities. 
“ My own country, the United States, is a country of refugees,’’ said Mr. 
McDonald. “‘The United States has been built up, generation after 
generation, by refugees of all sorts from all parts of the world. I myself 
am a descendant only of a generation or two removed from refugees. 
What has been true in the history of the United States remains true. 
The refugees, if only the Governments will see it, constitute great potential 
contributors, not merely to. the economic but also to the spiritual and 
cultural life of their new homelands.” 


Lessons from the German Tragedy 


The High Commissioner on His Work 


Special Interview for “‘ The Jewish Chronicle ”’ 


{ was able to obtain a special interview with the High Commis- 
sioner for German Refugees, Mr. James G. McDonald, at Grosvenor 
House (writes a JEWisH CHRONICLE representative). 

“I think it is important,” Mr. McDonald told me, “ that while 
one does one's utmost to solve the 
immediate situation, one should 3 7 
endeavour to draw the 
German tragedy lessons which 
have applicability over a much A Sr 
wider area. 

“ ] feel, therefore, that it is the 
business of Jewish leaders, par- 
ticularly those in the west who 
are so much more fortunately 
circumstanced than their fellows 
in Eastern Europe, to analyse the 
developments of the last year in 
the Reich with a view to the 
possibility of doing whatever can 
be done to lessen the chances that 


elsewhere. 

The Nazi doctrine recognises 
no distinction between Eastern 
or Western Jews—between the 
rich and the poor. All are merely 
Jews. There is implicit in this 
interpretation a lesson which 
Jewry of Western Europe and America can ignore only with grave 
risks to itself.’ 

l asked Mr. McDonald to say something about Palestine. 

The more,’ he said, “ I learn about Jewry, especially Eastern 
Jewry, the more lam anxious to visit Palestine. Everything one 
sees drives deeper home the conviction that Palestine occupies a 
unique and irreplaceable position in the hearts of the masses.” 

The Angola Canard 

I questioned the High Commissioner regarding the report of a 
home in Angola for 5,000,000 Jews which appeared in a London 
morning paper. 

“I have not been consulted,” he told me, “ about any project in 
connection with Angola. I know nothing about the reported scheme 
and therefore I am in no position to comment upon it. 

“ However, it must be obvious that any suggestion of a settle- 
ment of 5.000.000 or even one-tenth, or even a fraction of sucha 
number at this time in any part of Africa, is a project which must 
present immense difficulties both from the point of view of finding 
people prepared to emigrate and the necessary funds to make such 
settlement possible.’ 

The Responsibilities and Opportunities of the Nations 

In reply to my question as to the position in general, the High 
Commissioner said : 

“Well, I think that we have made a beginning. There is a 
clearer realisation of the difficulties involved and, at the same time, 
of the acute urgency of finding a solution promptly.” 

Referring to the meetings of the Governing Body Mr. McDonald 
said: “ The meetings here in London will conduce towards an even 
more energetic effort by the Governments, by private organisations, 
and by the High Commission to care for the immediate necessities 
of the refugees where they now are temporarily resident and to 
prepare them for immigration and to effect that resettlement in new 
homes. 

“If only the Governments could be made to realise that the 
refugees would constitute advantages to the materia], moral, and 
spiritual wealth of their new homes, the task of securing the 
necessary permission for the refugees to stay in the older countries 


or to enter into the newer of countries would be immeasurably 
easier.”

‘Ritual Murder” Again 


The “ Stuermer ” Surpasses Itself 


FOURTEEN PAGES OF LIES 


Last week we reproduced a translation of a_ broadsheet 
distributed in hundreds of- thousands in Nuremberg and the 
whole of South Germany announcing a special Ritual Murder” 
number of the STUERMER. We now have the tissue itself 
before us. 

The first twelve pages are taken up with a “discovery of 
the Jewish murder-plan against non-Jewish humanity.” These 
words are carried across the top of the front page (a reproduc 
tion of which is given opposite’ in red letters an inch 
high. “The Jews are our Undoing” runs across the foot of the 
page and in between there is a short article entitled, “The Murder 
People,” and a large picture of two scowling Jews holding a blood 
stained sacrificial knife and a plate. Into the latter pours blood 
from the cut throats of cight women and children hung head 
downwards in the sky. 


Sadistic Illustrations 

On each page are revoltingly sadistic illustrations, purporting to 
show Jews in the act of committing ritual murder. One of the 
illustrations (page 4) purports with horrible detail to depict the 
alleged ritual murder at Polna, in connection with which the Jew 
‘Hilsner, in whose cause President Masarvk exerted himself, was 
accused. Two Jews grasp the head of the victim and another her 
legs. One of them ts slitting her throat, while. the blood is pouring 
into a pail placed to receive it. 

There is also a photograph (page 2) of the child Karl Kessler, 
who was found dead in 1929 at Manau, in Bavaria, and whose murder 
was exploited at the time by Julius Streicher in the STUERMER for 
the purpose of a ritual murder agitation. “ Slaughtered in March, 
1929, near Manau, shortly -before the Jewish Passover,” the caption 
reads. Another picture (page 6) shows ten Jews slaughtering a 
young student named honitz. Five of them have grasped him by 
the hair, arms and legs, while the blood pours from a knife-gash in 
his throat into a pail. In another picture, five Jews are sucking 
the blood of a baby lying flat on a table (page 35). 

There is also an alleged reproduction of a Jewish New Year 
card, showing a Jew holding up a fowl with the features of Czar 
Nicholas IL, performing kapparah or vicarious atonement (page 12). 
There is also an alleged Jewish New Year card showing a Jew and 
his family performing kappara/>, using a hen with the features of 
Hitler (page 13). A third card’ shows Hitler drowning in the sea, 
while. a maiden, decked with flowers, and with an inscription 
indicating that she is the New Year, looks on with an expression of 
gratification (page 12). .The STUERMER comments: “ Last autumn 
two Jewish New Year postcards were issued by the S. Resnick 
Publishing Company in Warsaw and New York, that is, in the old 
and new worlds. The Press recently announced that twenty kilos 
of these postcards: were seized from the Jewish tobacco merchant, 
Bb. Shereshevsky, of Riga, alone.” 


“ Jewry's Great Murder Attempt’ 
Turning to the letterpress, we find (page 2): 


“The STUERMER is the only paper in Germany, yes, in the 
whole of the world, which openly and freely hurls the charge 
of ritual murder in the face of the Jews. The STUERMER has 
for more than a decade waged a. vast fight against Jewry 
along these lines; it has been persecuted and suppressed, it 
has a dozen times been confiscated and prohibited ; its collaborators, 
and its publisher, Julius Streicher, have a hundred times been 
dragged before the Courts. They have been condemned, punished, 
thrown into prison. But the STUERMER was never cowed. Ip 
Nuremberg alone it fought half-a-dozen Talmud and ritual murder 
trials. The outeries of the Jews directed to it the attention of the 
whole world. No Judge had the courage to recognise the truth 
of the Jewish question. Finally, in 1931, the STUERMER obtained 
its first victory; the Court handed down the following decision : 
(1) The STUERMER does not fight against the Jewish religion, but 
against the Jewish race. (2) The Talmud and the Sh ulchan Aruch are 
not religious books; they have no claim to the religious protection 
paragraph.

The Jewish Community 


The Reichsvertretung Arbitrates 

Let us turn from Franconia and review the recent work of the 
organised Jewish Community throughout the country. It will be 
remembered that the Reichsvertretung recently established arbitra. 
tion machinery to prevent the public airing of internal communal! 
grievances. ‘Two disputes have already been voluntarily submitted 
to arbitration and satisfactorily settled. 

First, a conflict broke out within’ the Dresden fommunity 
over the question whether there should be new elections te’ the 
Representative Council of the € mmunity.. Negotiations were 
opened with a view to putting up a united list of candidates. to 
avoid elections, but these failed. The Board of the Community 
thereupon decided unanimously to rescind several clauses of the 
Constitution and appoint the members itself. Several organisations 
in the Dresden Community protested, and the matter was submitted 
for arbitration.

The Reichsvertretung handed down a reasoned 
judgment deprecating elections in the present crisis, but aleo 
deprecating unconstitutional procedure. - Having convinced itself 
that the proposed Board was genuinely representative of the main 
tendencies in the Community and had the confidence of the majority 
of the Community, it confirmed its appointment until the end of 
next year, when it must submit to re-election in the constitutional 
manner, 

The second dispute was between the rival sports leagues of the 
ewish Front Fighters and the German Maccabee, and as a result 
of the good offices of the Reichsvertretung the two organisations 
agreed to continue independently but amicably. They will no longer 
defame each other before the authorities in the attempt to gecure 
privileges. Where co-operation is impossible, parity shall prevail. -

The Economic Aid Department 

At a specially convened meeting, the Directors of the Economic 
Aid Department of the Berlin Jewish Community, Dr. Bruno Woyda 
and Herr 8. Adler-Radel, reported on the work of the Department 
during the past year. Herr Adler-Rudel reminded his hearers that 
the ejection of Jewish employees from economic enterprises had 
been a serious problem long before the national upheaval, and had 
epeaced the earnest attention not only of the Berlin Community, 
bot of the Prussian Federation of Jewish Communities, which had 
appointed its own Economic Committee to deal with the problem... . 
i, 1032, 1,980 young people had availed themselves of the voca- 
tional advice services of the Community, and in 1933 the number 
hod risen to 8,900. The namber of apprentices placed had increased 


feo 1.174 to 2,052. In November, 1933 they placed 211 apprentices,

+4) ood in March 288. Outside Jewish quarters things were calmer 
now in respect of the activity of Jews in many trades. In many 
ca ‘oo, they had found the authorities willing to understand and 
to weet them in their work of Jewish vocational advice. . . . 

‘. was easy to understand how it happened that out of °,956 
people who had come to them for advice, only 2,158 conld be 
proucht into the occupational reconstruction work. It was a special 
duty of the oceupational reconstruction work, he went on, to find 
ec upations which he away from the general stream, and still 
oft | certain prospects of employment. Their experience with 
people who could be brought into such occupations had been very 
favourable both in Germany and outside. Occupational reconstruc. 
tis v agricultural activity came into consideration almost 
exclusively for such people as could later utilise their knowledge 
in Palestine. The number of applicants to the labour employment 
exchange of the Community had risen from 14,000 in 1982 to 19,500 
in 100%. At first sight this increase seemed comparatively small, 
but the humber of placings had also increased, from 4,400 in 1932 
t Oin 193838. 


‘ie Economic Aid included a merchant section, advisory offices 
for lawyers, for trading representatives, for the medical profession, 


and an Artist Aid Section, which is divided into sub-groups, for 
plas! c artists, stage artists, writers and journalists. 

‘he Merchant Section dealt with 4,000 cases last vear. In 
io. cases loans were granted, and since, in most cases, the 
people who were assisted were heads of families, about two 
thousiad people were enabled to keep their means of livelihood. 
In over a thousand cases grants were made, and it might be 
estunated that between 6,000 and 7,000 people were assisted through 
this section. In addition, the Economic Aid Department dealt with 


1.600 cases of traders and trading representatives. By making it 
po-sible for Jewish traders to be re-admitted to the market places, 
large numbers of livelihoods were kept from breaking down. 
Assistance was given to enable them to cover their losses during the 
time the markets were closed to them and they were also helped to 
obtun the necessary wares. In a similar way trading representa- 
tives were assisted during the period when they could not exercise 
their profession. 


The Medical Advisory Office was consulted by 4,400 doctors, 
In the early days many applications came from doctors in the 
provinces. The doctors organised a model mutual aid service of 
their own, which provided many of their colleagues with a minimum 
of subsistence, and helped the older doctors who could no longer 
earn their own livelihood, generally by sending them regular food 
parcels. The position of the debarred lawyers was much more 
difficult, and it was assumed that they would, to a large extent, 


sooner or later, have to apply to the welfare institutions of the 
Community. 


Is There a Future ? 

Dr. Bruno Woyda said that if the question was raised among 
them whether there was a future for the Jews in Germany, the 
work of the Economic Aid Department was the expression of a 
belief in such a future, which would, however, not compare with 
the past. It had become clear for years past that the economic 
composition of German Jewry was unsound and unhealthy. They 
could see the results of this composition in the income of Berlin 
Jews. If they put the total income of the Berlin Jews for 1928 at a 
hundred, the respective figures would be for 1929, 80; for 1930, 83 ; 
for 1931, 63; and for 1932, 57; so that on the basis of purely 
economic development they would see that the income of the Berlin 
Jews had declined by nearly half between 1928 and 1932. 

Dealing with the changes in economic life in German Jewry, 


‘Dr. Woyda said that a questionnaire issued by the Federation of 


Prussian Jewish Communities answered by 872 Communities, with 
a total membership of 64,000, showed that 12.3 per cent. of the 
members of these Communities had changed their place of residence 
in the. course of 1933; 17.5 per cent. of these had gone to Palestine, 
42.5 per cent. had gone to other countries, and 40 per cent. had gone 
to other parts of Germany. To most of these the goal seemed to be 
Berlin. Between those who had left Berlin as emigrants and those 
who had come into Berlin from the smaller Communities, the 
number of Jews in Berlin, had remained practically unchanged. 
This concentration of the Jewish population in Berlin, however 
undesirable it might be, was a factor with which they must reckon. 

So much for the work of Berlin’s Economic Aid Department in 


1933. During the same period the Repatriation Department of the . 


Central Committee for Relief and Reconstruction arranged for the 
retarn to their countries of origin of 18,649 Jews, including 8.804 to 
Poland, 2,200 to Hungary and 2,000 to Czechoslovakia. Between 
April and September alone 30,000 persons applied to the General 
Emigration Section for advice about settling in other countries. Of 
these, 6,300 were helped to emigrate: mahy others went at their 
own expense, after obtaining advice. Incidentally it is announced 
that the State Winter Relief Fund last winter assisted 8,791 German 
Jews and 2,496 Ostjuden in Berlin alone, 


Educating the Children 


The problem of educating the children is still fraught with 
difficulties. There are about 60,000 Jewish children of school age. 
About 15,000 are being taught in Jewish schools supported by Jewish 
money, and the number is increasing rapidly. There are ten 
secondary schools, five of which are permitted to grant matricula. 
tion certificates, and 70 elementary schools. Further elementary 
schools may be opened, but no more secondary schools. Of 1,200 
trained school teachers, one half are now employed in the Jewish

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schools (where double classes often have to be run), about 300 have 
stayed in the State schoo!s under the exceptions to the Aryan clause, 
and 300 remain as a reserve for the rapidly expanding Jewish 
schools. The higher Jewish schools are the Philanthropium in 
Berlin, the Rabbinical Seminaries in Berlin and Breslau, the Adas 
Yisrael Lyceum for girls in Breslau, and several secondary schools 
in Hamburg and Cologne. 

The authorities bave given their approval to an enlargement of 
the educational system of the Berlin Community, by which an 
additional 1,000 children will be admitted to the Jewish schools. 
Moreover, the Government of Hessen bas authorised the opening of 
Jewish private schools as district schools in Darmstadt, Offenbach 
and Mainz. Jewish schoolchildren in Hessen can transfer to any of 
these schools without regard to their place of residence. 

As regards State schools, however, the prospects of the Jews 
have been worsened by a recent order issued by Dr. Rust, the 
Prussian Minister of Education, with respect to the overcrowding of 
high schools. The new order establishes three categories of non- 
Aryan students, for the purpose of regulating admissions to the high 
schools. First choice will be made of non-Aryan students who are 
children of mixed marriages. Second choice will go to Jewish 
students whose families have been long resident in Germany, and 
then come those Jewish students whose families are more recently 
settled in Germany. Preference in the third category will be given 
to Jewish students against whom there is least objection from the 
point of view of the Nationa! Socialist conception of the community. 
The order further provides that in the schools where there are more 
applications for enrolment than the general limitations allow for, 
the Aryan students must be given preference, even if it is at the 
expense of the non-Aryan percentage norm. | 

As a result of the bad financial position of the Jewish 
Community, the Berlin Communal -Executive has been obliged to 
suspend the subsidy that it has been paying to twenty-five schools 
for the purpose of enabling the pupils to obtain a Jewish religious 
education. Similar distressing news comes ‘from Warburg, in 
Westphalia, and from Borken, in Hessen Nassau, where for the same 
reason the Communities have had to close down the Jewish schools 
under their control. This decision also robs the Jewish teachers of 
their employment. 


On Leaving School 

A correspondent sends us some statistics as to the choice of 
occupation of the Jewish youth on leaving school, according to 
which in 1933 only 23 per cent. applied for commercial posts as 
against 40 per cent. the previous year, whereas.16.5 per cent. sought 
agricultural work compared with 5 per cent. in 1932. Of those who 
went into training as artisans the most noticeable increase was in 
metal work. Girls have, of course, been forced to look for domestic 
employment. 

A note of hope for the young is sounded by Dr. Leo Loewen. 
stein, the President of the Union of Jewish Front Fighters, writing 
in the SCHILD, the official organ of the Union. “Our youth is con- 
vinced,” he writes, “as we are,*that the solution: of the Jewish 
question within the National Socialist State is possible, at least if 
racial differentiation does not denote racial defamation, which we 
repudiate as unjust on the ground of our equal-born achievement, 
and if the road to occupations such as agriculture and artisanship is 
not made difficult for us.” Though some of us may find these grounds 
for hope a little too conditional, minor alleviations have recent)v 
been made in matters closely affecting the young people's enjoyment of 
life. For instance the Bavarian political police have granted the Jewish 
Athletic Club and the Jewish youth organisations permission to 
resume their activities. Herr Gloeckler, the leader of the Third Diy. 
ision of the German Football League, has written to the Berlin Sports 
Organisation of the Federation of Jewish Ex-Soldiers as follows: 
“Friendly games with Aryan sports clubs are not prohibited to 
Jewish sports clubs within the Third Division of the German 
Football League. I take it for granted that when friendly games 
take place the requisite tact will be observed on both sides.” The 
Maccabee has also received communications from the German Sports 
Authorities and from the German Football League, authorising it 
to play matches against the clubs belonging to these organisations. 
On Sunday the Bar Cochba-Hakoah of Berlin will be placing three 
teams in the field against the Corso Club, in the Schaefersee Sports 
Ground, and further matches are being arranged. 

Considerations of space make it necessary to hold over further 


details of the work of the Jewish community in Germany till a later 
issue. 


With reference to the report that has appeared in the English 
Press (based apparently on a recent speech by Dr. Frank) that 
Dr. Frank, Reich Minister of Justice, is shortly to address the 
International Law Association in London, we are officially informed 
by the Secretary of the Association that they know nothing of the 
matter. They have neither invited Dr. Frank to address them. nor 
have they received any application from him.

Parliamentary Notes 


M.P.s GOING TO PALESTINE 
Criticism of Loan Proposal 
RESENTMENT AT NAZI TACTICS 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent] 


That Palestine is making an appeal to the imagination of the 
Members of the House is evidenced by the number who are taking 
the long journey there in the next few weeks, despite the shortness 
of the Whitsun recess, which will last only for some ten days. ‘Sir 
Herbert and Lady Samuel leave England early next week; Mr. and 
Mrs. Boyd Carpenter sail to-morrow. The visit to Palestine of 
the Parliamentary Committee’s party in which Mr. and Mrs. Barnett 
Janner are being acconipanied by Major Proctor, M.P., Captain 
Strickland, M.P., and Mr. Summersby, M.P., is a pioneer venture ; 
and it is expected that similar journeys will be undertaken in the 
future. 

The Debate on the Palestine Loan which is to take place to-day 
promises to be an interesting one. I hear that the proposal to 
guarantee a £2,000,000: loan for the reinstatement of “ displaced "’ 
Arabs, for development of water supply and drainage schemes for 
agricultural loans and for the erection of public buildings will be 
strongly criticised by some members on such diverse grounds as that 
Palestine requires no loans in view of its prosperity, and that the 
division of the moneys to be borrowed is inequitable from the Jewish 
standpoint. The resolution will, no doubt, be passed and further 
opportunities for debate will arise some weeks hence when the Bill 
will be introduced to authorise the Treasury to guarantee the 
Loan. 

Motion on Nazi Propaganda 

The growing concern felt regarding the methods which are 
being adopted by the Nazi publicists and apologists has found 
expression in a motion which has now appeared on the Order 
Paper set down by Mr. G. Mander and Mr. Vyvyan Adams (the 
details of which are given elsewhere inthis issue). Dr. H. Fritz 
Randolph, Attache to the German Embassy, in addressing 
the Birmingham Rotary Club is reported to have said in referring 
to Nazi actions, © this policy of the German Government is a policy 
you in England would put through if you bad the experience we 
have had, but you will never experience what we have experienced” ;

Valuable Work and Poor Support 


SPLENDID SERVICE CRAMPED BY LACK OF FUNDS 

Mrs. Anghel Gaster was “ At Home’ on Sunday at her residence, 
7. Sussex Place, Regent's Park, in connection with a meeting in 
support of the Jewish Health Organisation. Mr. HOLFORD KNIGHT, 
K.C., M.P., presided, and the speakers were Lady Cynthia Colville, 
Dr. M. D. Eder and Dr. H. Gainsborough. 

The CHAIRMAN said that much of their work was undenominational. 
He himself had not the honour of belonging to the Jewish Community and 
therefore he was particularly glad to be there that day, because he felt 
that at no time in the history of the world had the Jewish Community 
been in harder case than now. ‘They would hear at that meeting some- 
thing of the efforts which the Organisation made to help children to 
become good, well-balanced citizens with a decent chance in life. All 
classes of the British community and all religious wanted to assure that 
children within the British realm should be given the best chance to make 
themselves worthy citizens. 

Lady CYNTHIA COLVILLE said that when she started infant welfare 
work the average rate of infant mortality (of children dying below the 
age of one‘ year was 148 per thonsand, Now it was about 76 per 
thousand. While they could regard that as a real achievement, the 
mivance was not equal in the sphere of maternal mortality. She spoke 
of her expericnces in Children’s Courts and with delinquent children. 
Nowadays they set out to remove the cause, before allowing things. to 
<o too far. She commended the excellent work of the Child Guidance 
' Clinic organised by the Jewish Health Organisation and expressed the 
hope that it would receive much wider support than it has had up till now. 

Dr. M. D. Eper said that the Child Guidance Clinic had now had 
seven years experience. ‘The children were sent by school doctors, 
Children’s Courts and Probation Officers. Many had faults and mental 
difficulties which were entirely due to psychological troubles. They tried 
to overcome these difficulties by an understanding of the child's behayiour 
and the circumstances of its environment. The first few years were 
important for the future growth of the child. Some children came into 
the world with a mass of impulses, and they were.trying at their Clinic 
to enable them to cope with these. 

Dr. H. GAINSBOROUGH said that the Jewish Health Organisation had 
difficulty in collecting its small annual budget of between £2,000 and 
£3,000. .They were trying out new endeavours which, in the course of 
time, would become part of everyday public government control. Dr. 
Gainsborough spoke of some of the activities of the Organisation, among 
them the arranging of lectures in the East End, attended by audiences 
which took a lively interest in medical subjects, particularly preventive 
work. The Organisation also carried out the medical inspection of boys 
and girls. They would like to secure a more permanent source of income 
by obtaining regular subscribers. 

The CHAIRMAN, commending the work of the Organisation, said its 
pioneering effort was an example they hoped would be speedily followed. 
He knew the sort of difficulties encountered by pioneers and men and 
women with new ideas who endeavoured to get them embodied into legis- 
lation, The Jewish Health Organisation had big plans in hand which 
could not be executed, owing to lack of funds. For that reason its 
statistical department could not be carried on as its promoters desired.

’ For over seventy years he has been embarked on the voyage 
of life. In that time he has charted many seas and put in at many 
harbours. He has sailed placidly in calm seas and weathered high 
storms. Always he has shown adroit navigation, afraid neither to 
tack nor to go straight on. He has won the reward of his persever- 
ance, his skill and his enterprise in the richness of the cargoes that 
he has borne back, and the splendid variety Of the voyages that he 
has made. He is riding still the high seas of great affairs, and his 
sails are still set gallantly to the wind. In the nature of things it 
cannot be very long before he puts in at his ultimate port; but it 
would be a rash man who would say what new voyage he may not 
make and what new harbours he may not touclr, before he puts in at 
last for ever.” 


Notes on Books and Authors 


STEP-CHILDREN OF THE WORLD, by J. Manuel Mayer (Bloch Publish- 
ing Company, New York: 1 dollar 25 cents.), based in part apparently on 
the author’s own experiences, is the hackneyed story of a Rumanian 
Ghetto boy who becomes a brilliant New York physician, after.a career in 
which he falls down an incredible number of times. It is seldom that the 
present reviewer has handled a novel of such uneven quality. Some 
pages contain passaces of descriptive writing which are.on quite a high 
level: others are so turgid and commonplace that they read like a parody. 
The author is nothing if not patriotic, and deserves congratulations on his 
almost lyrical description of the delights of Ellis Island. 


After much time in Jewish pastures, Ludwig Lewisohn has again 
turned to general interests in his AN ALTAR IN THE FIELDS (Hamish 
Hamilton, 7s. 6d. net). It is the story of a futile; “ modern ” American 
‘couple who find themselves again in consequence of the moral revaluation 
engendered by the Great Slump, which had brought their world toppling 
about their ears. The only Jewish character in the novel is Dr. Weyl, the 
philosopher-physician constantly hovering in the backdcround, whose 
counsel! is instrumental in restoring them to a sense of true values. But, 
as a matter of fact, the mental processes depicted in the work with such 
consummate. skill are not by any means dissimilar from those which 
brought Ludwig Lewisohn himself back to his people. Taken.in its widest 
sense, the book is a plea that every nation should have its. Ziouism if it, 
cannot have its Zion. '

Our sole. purpose in this restaurant 
will be to see. that no Jewish man or woman in London will be 
prevented by lack of means from obtaining at least one substantial 
meal aday. We cater for those who cannot afford to frequent ordinary 
kasher restaurants. Che Restaurant will be open from 12 to 3 o’cloek 
daily, with the exception of saturday, 300 to 400 people can be served in 
these three hours, Every day the menu will be changed.

Mr. M. Dizengoff, O.B.E., the Mayor, said that the sixth Levant 
Fair embodied the results of many years of ceaseless effort and 
labour in the fields of agriculture, industry, commerce, urban and 
rural settlement, cultural and social progress. It was a reflection 
of the great process of reconstruction which is taking place in 
Palestine and of the advance which has been made in standards of 
quality and output of production. For long revered as a country of 
many and diverse faiths and relying on the philanthropy of indi- 
viduals abroad for its economic sustinence, Palestine had now begun 
to take its rightful place in the economic sphere as well. It was 
breeding a new generation of free and healthy citizens, existing by 
virtue of their own unaided efforts. 

Mr. Dizengoff then outlined the vast scope of the Fair and 
thanked the Palestine Government and its departmental heads, 
paid a tribute to the Mischar Ve’Taasia Company, and in particular 
inentioned the services of the labourers (of the Misrad Kablani. the 
Contracting Office of the Labour Federation) responsible for con. 
struction work on the site, and for giving tangible form to the great 
idea. He also welcomed the many foreign delegations, the members 
of the Consular Corps, and the thousands of buyers and visitors 
present.

Tel-Aviv's Semi-Jubilee 


More importance is given to the Fair in that it was the centre 
of the celebrations attendant upon the Semi-Jubilee Anniversary of 
Tel-Aviv, a town that has sprung up from a handfal of suburban 
houses in Jaffa, into a city of 90,000 inhabitants, in a quarter of 
a century. With a third of the Yishuv accommodated within its 
boundaries, Tel Aviv may well be proud of its pre-eminent place as 
a focal point and a symbol of the great Jewish undertaking which 
gave it the stimulus to phenomenal growth. 

The celebrations lasted five days, the programme including 
musical performances, dancing, sporting events and night perform. 
ances, in which over three hundred artists, singers and dancers 
took part. 
the celebrations, delivered a speech in which he reviewed the growth 
of Tel Aviv. Mr. Nahum Sokolow, the President of the Zionist 
World Organisation and of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, who 
gave the name of Tel Aviv to the city, also spoke. The other 
speakers included Chief Rabbi Kook of Palestine, on behalf of the 
Rabbinate, and Mr. Ben Zvi, as Chairman of the Vaad Leumi.

Commander Oliver Locker-Lampson, 
M.P., opening the Bazaar, said he was proud to help Jewry. The 
British Empire would stand by the Jews in their trouble and 
difficulties, and it was the British Empire which had been given the 
mandate for Palestine, which was the key of thenew world. Speak- 
ing as‘an English politician, he said that it was the key because of 
the nearness of the “ wet highway” called the Suez Canal, which 
they had nearly lost in the War, and if the Empire was to be kept 
safe then they needed a people in Palestine who would be friendly 
and pro-British. He foresaw Palestine as a future caravanserai of 
the world, and its University as the greatest in the world “I am 
going to ask vou to see that the greatest living scientist in the world, 
Einstein, will become a corner-stone in that building.”

CONCRETE REFUTATION OF AN OLD SLANDER 


An important milestone in the history of the Ben Uri Jewish 
Art Gallery in this country was the opening on Sunday of its new 
home at Woburn House, W.C., by Mrs. Anthony de Rothschild. The 
new President of Ben Uri, Mr. Israel M. Sieff, who succeeded the 
late Mr. Pilichowski, presided. 


Mr. SIEFF eaid that it was essential that Jews should show both to 
the Jewish and non-Jewish public that they had a very definite creative 
genius and were not mere copyists and emulators of the cultures of other 
people. They were hoping that with the good-will of the Jewish public, 
not only of London but of the Provinces, they would find men and women 
if who would support the Society and enable them to purchase pictures which 
ba could remain on their walls permanently and as examples of the higher 
- form of Jewish creative genius. 

Mrs. ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD said that one often heard the phrase 
“the Jews are brilliant executants, bat they have no creative genius.’’ 
. Thus was foisted on to them the sticma of being mere imitators without 
originality. It was far from the truth. In the Bible they had an 
artistic creation of the highest form of Divine inspiration. The word- 
pictures so vividly and beautifully portrayed there, showed how clearly 
etched was the pictorial image on the Hebrew mentality. In the 
fields of intellectual vision, Jews had contributed some of the most out- 
standing examples. Who could think of Isaiah, Maimonides, Spinoza, 
or Einstein, without realising how great a role the creative genius of these 
5 men played in the development of the humanities, and in helping the 

é- world to appreciate the more lasting qualities of human achievement’? 
a The Jews had only quite recently found an external exprcssion of their 
Be creative originality in painting and sculpture. The lateness of this develop- 
=; ment was probably partly due to the Mosaic law : ** Thou shalt not make to 
thyseif any graven image,’ and to the restrictions of life in the Ghetto. 
But already Jewish artists were influencing the form and beauty of this 
branch of art. She congratulated Ben Uri, its founders and supporters 
upon a really valuable contribution to the cultural life of the Community. 

The CHIEF RABBI showed how at the heart of Judaism, the Bible 
aud of the Jewish people ther@ was a divine appreciation of art. To 
many people, he said, the very kjea of Jewish art was a contradiction in 
terms.

Rhubarb 


Baked Rhubarb Pudding 
Short or suet crust, 4 Ib. Brown sugar, 4 ozs. 
Rhubarb, 1) Ibs. Water, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
Grated lemon rind. Dripping or margarine, 1 oz. 

GREASE very thickly the bottom and sides of a pudding basin; then 
sprinkle over with a good layer of brown sugar, coating evenly. Roll out 
two-thirds of the pastry and line the basin with it. Put in the fruit 
(previously washed and cut into small lengths), sprinkling the layers with 
sugar and grated lemon rind. Add the water and cover with the remain- 
ing pastry. Twist a greased paper over the top and bake in a moderate 
oven for about one-and-a-half hours. Turn out on to a hot dish, and the 
margarine and sugar will have formed a caramel-like coating over it. 


Rhubarb “ Brown Betty ” 
Rhubarb (cut up), 14 pints. One lemon. 
Sugar, 6 ozs. Margarine, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
One orange. Water, 4 gill. 
Breadcrumbs, 4 ozs. 

WASH the rhubarb and cut it into half-inch lengths. Putin a bowl, 
pour over boiling water and leave for five minutes; then strain. Melt 
the margarine and mix it with the breadcrumbs and grated rind of the 
orange and lemon. 

Grease a fireproof dish and put in one-third of the breadcrumbs, then 
half the rhubarb; and sprinkle over half the sugar; then add another 
third of the breadcrumbs and the remainder of the rhubarb. Sprinkle 
over the remaining sugar and pour over the juice of the orange and lemon 
mixed with the water. Cover with breadcrumbs. Place a vreased paper 
on top and bake in a moderate oven until the rhubarb is soft —about forty- 
five minutes. 


Rhubarb Meringue 

Cooked rhubarb (without juice), 14 pints. Grated lemon rind 
Two eggs Castor sugar. 

Three penny sponge cakes (or stale cake crumbs) 
add the crumbled 
sponge cakes, the lightly beaten egg yolks, grated rind of a lemon and 
more sugar if necessary. ‘Turn the mixture into a fireproof dish and bake 
in a moderate oven till set; then leave till cold. Whip the egg whites to 
avery stiff froth ; fold in a tablespoonful of castor or icing suvar‘and heap 
up over the pudding. Return to a cool oven till the meringue is set and 
serve either hot or cold. 


RUB the rhubarb (not the juice) through a sieve 


Rhubarb Chutney 
Rhubarb, 4 lbs Sultunas, 4 Ib. 
Onions, I Ib. Pepper, 4 teaspoonful, 
palit, 3 ozs Sud¢ar, Ib. 
Curry powder, 2 ozs. Mait vinegar, 1 pint. 

CuT the rhubarb up quite small and cook it with the sugar overa 
gentle heat till soft. Skin the cn ons and wash the sultanas, then put 
them both through the mincing machine. Mix them with the curry 
powder, salt, pepper and vinegar. Pour this mixture over the cooked 
rhubarb and cook over a gentle heat, keeping it well stirred, until all 
ingredients are soft and the liquid absorbed. Pour into jars and tie down, 


Rhubarb and Pineapple Jam 
Rhubarb, 4 tbs. Grated rind of a lemon. 
Preserving sugar, 4 lbs. Large tin of grated pineapple. 

WASH the rhubarb and cut it into cubes. Put itin a preserving pan 
with the pineapple, lemon rind and sugar. Heat slowly and stir until the 
sugar has dissolved ; then boil until it is a smooth, thick mixture—about 
one hour. Turn into warm, dry jars ; aod store in a dry, airy cupboard.

Dr. Nathan Birnbaum’s Seventieth Birthday 
An Outstanding Leader of Orthodox Jewry 


Orthodox Jewry is celebrating the seventieth birthday of Dr. 
Nathan Birnbaum, one of its leaders, who has been living in Holland 
since he left Germany, following the advent of Hitler. A Nathan 
Birnbaum Tribute Endowment Fund has been set up in Amsterdam 
by a Committee of prominent Dutch Jews to commemorate the 
event. 

Dr. Birnbaum was one of the earliest champions of Jewish 
nationalism, and a prominent worker in the beginnings of modern 
political Zionism. He left the Zionist Organisation after the second 
Congress, held in 1896, objeeting to the denial by Congress of the 
importance of the Diaspora. The follollowing year, he started a 
big campaign for Jewish national-cultural autonomy in the countries’ 
of Jewish mass settlement. On the same lines, he opened in 1902 
an intensive campaign for the recognition of the Yiddish language 
and literature, and it was on his initiative that the 
(zernowitz Conference was held in 1908, 

At one time a prominent secularist, Dr. Birnbaum was won 
‘during the War to traditional Judaism, and became one of the 
leaders of Agudat Israel. He two sons who are also well- 
known in Jewish life: Dr. Uriel Birnbaum, who lives in Vienna. 
where his father was born, is a poet and painter of high rank. He 
fought in the Austrian army during the War, and lost both his legs. 
The other son, Dr. Salomon Birnbaum, who is now resident in 
London, was Lecturer in Yiddish at Hamburg University until the 
Hitler regime. He has delivered lectures on Yiddish at Jews’ College 
and at London University, addressing a gathering on the subject of 
the Yiddish language only this week.. Both sons, like their father, 
belong to the extreme Orthodox wing of Judaism.

In the face of the situation, the Alliance and the Consistory 
modified their attitude and MM. Georges Leven and Zadoc Kahn 
from the Alliance Israélite and M. Henri Bodenheimer from the 
Consistory joined the Council of the Committee. 


Union Sacre of All Jewish Bodies ? 


The agitation in the minds of French Jewry is characterised by 
additional developments. In the Univers Israruite, the General 
Secretary of the Central Refugee Committee, M. Lambert, has 
published an article calling for a Union Sacré of Jewry in 
France, a “ National Federation of Jewish Institutions for Defence 
and Aid,” including the Consistory, the Alliance, the Federation of 
Jewish Societies, the Zionists and ex-Servicemen, ‘the L.1.C.A. 
(League Against Anti-Semitism), and so forth. As a counter-plan 
there is rumoured the formation of a “ National Association of Jewish 
Patriots"’ by MM. Marcel Diamant-Berger, Edmond Bloch, Dr. 
Wilensky and others, whose object is to oppose the L.I.C.A. and 
other organisations of a more or less left colouring and to conduct 
a “sound French propaganda" among the immigrant Jews. 

[It remains to be seen whether the present stir in the minds of 
French Jewry will result in some useful new organisational assets 
and.in a growing spirit of solidarity or in a still greater split than 
heretofore. 


RUMANIA 


More Anti-Jewish Violence 
—— 

After a period of comparative calm, anti-Jewish propagandists 
are again beginning to raise their heads and the CZERNOWITZER 
MORGENBLATT reports a number of anti-Semitic outbreaks in. the 
Bukowina to vnships of Brodina, Selet and Putila. Parliamentary 
bye-elections are in progress in these places and Cuzist agitators 
have poured in and are conducting anti-Jewish propaganda and 
leading attacks on Jews. Several Jews have been injured, two of 
them being thrown by the Cuzists into the river Suceava. The 
MORGENBLATT appeals to the authorities to take prompt action. 
From Dutlesht, Bessarabia. the case is reported of an assault on two 


Jews by police officials. 


A number of Cuzists recently attacked Jewish passengers in a 
train travelling from Czernowitz to Jassy, and forced the Jews to 
leave the train. A reign of terror has been inaugurated at Bucharest 
University by anti-Semitic students. Despite Jewish representations 
the authorities are displaying indifference towards the anti-Jewish 
exploits. The Jewish male students are frequently beaten, and the 
Jewish girl students suffer many insults from the Jew-baiters. The 
Jewish students in the Faculty of Science are not even allowed to 
occupy seats in the lecture halls and are obliged to stand during the 
lectures... The Democratic Press, in drawing attention to the 
situation, asks how long such conditions will be allowed to continue. 

A new menace to Rumanian Jewry is the projected law © for 
the protection of national work,” which, ostensibly directed against 
“aliens: employed in trade and industry, constitutes a grave threat 
to Rumanian Jewry generally. Representations against the Bill 
have already been made by the Jewish leaders. Much concern is 
also felt at the reported alliance between the anti-Semitic National 
Agrarian Party, led by M. Goga, and the Government National 
Liberal Party. 


LITHUANIA 


Student Disturbance at Kovno University 
Reported Discrimination against Jewish Doctors 

Recent weeks have seen a growth of anti-Jewish activity in 
Lithuania. Anti-Semitic students last week placarded the Univer- 
sity of Kovno with posters demanding a numerus clausus against 
Jewish students. During the inaugural lecture delivered at the 
University by Dr. Guttman, a Jewish lecturer inthe Medical Faculty, 
a number of students organised a demonstration, whistling and 
shouting ‘ Beat the Jews.’ The Dean quietened the students and 
Dr. Guttman was able to conclude his lecture, though considerably 
curtailed. 

At Balbirishok, Lithuanian Nazis painted the Swastika emblem 
and crosses on the walls of the local Synagogue and obliterated the 
signboards of the local Hebrew school, the Jewish People’s Bank and 
other Jewish institutions. The town was placarded with appeals 
to the people not to trade with Jews. At Shavli, the anti-Semites 
spread a pamphlet accusing Jews of practising ritual murder,

Amateurs I rocucing Talkies 

A correspondent writes: 

Amateur film clubs are coming into being at a pleasantly surprising 
speed, and young Jewry are ente: ing th s comparatively new field of social 
aétivity with alacrity. ‘The Neo Film Cinb was inangurated only two 
years ago. © To-day a single visit is sufficient to convince one that these 
two years have not been wasted. The Clab is an all-Jewish organisation, 
having .its heacquarters at “Aberglasiyn,” 93, Amhurst Park. The 
President is Mr. Victor Savile. the famous Jewish film director, who has 
been of great hc lp to this enthusiastic little society. Although dancing, 
lectures, rambles and the host cf pastimes that are usually included in 
the blessed phrase “soc al activities” are regularly provided, films and 


all appertaining to their presentation and production are the Club’s chief 
pursuit. 


The “Neo” are affiliated to the I ritish Association of Amateur 
(inematographe:s, and ave, thanks to the general good work of the 
members and, the’ amazing resourcefulness and energy of the officers, 


probably as well equipped technically as any amateur film club in 
hngland.. This organisation's activity does not consist merely in hiring 
fins and showivg them to their members. The “ Neo” produce their own 
lilms, both silent aud synchronised, and also make their own gramophone 
records With their own aparatus. They are the first amateur body to 
produc> “talkies”’ on home-made machinery which they have named 
 Neo-Tone.”’ All this has been made pessible only by the unstinting 
effort of Mr. Marcus Games, the Club's hon. sound engineer. Equipment 
such as the “Neo!” possess, would, if purchased ready made,”’ cost 
very much more than the club could afford. Mr. Games has been 
responsible for the building. of a complete sound apparatus, and it is 
mainly because of his untiring work that the “ Neo’? have reached 
their present successful stage of advancement. 

Now that the Club has wade such definite strides in organisation and 
technical development, it is searching for outlets whereby its work can be 
of ase to the Community. It has produced and shown films for 
Jewish charities, and is willing to place itself at the disposal of 
any Jewish charity that desires to make use of it. Jewish institu! 
tions are invited to get in touch with the Secretary, and the “ Neo” will 
(lo all in their power to provide entertainment for such places as hospitals, 
ace homes and other communal organisations. 


The Clab’s future programme includes the fartherance of Jewish 
ldeclogy through the medium of the screen ; the filming of instit 1tions 
and other places of Jewish interest, and a regular film of topical Jewish 
happenings (to be called a “ news-interest” film). These films, besides 
their top'cal interest, will be valuable records to hand down to posterity. 
For the bare cost of the film material, tha “Neo” are prepared to take 
pictures of Jewish charitable functions. -This idea alone opens up wide 
tields of possible development. For instance, if a Zionist enthusiast is 
having a “Simcha’’ or private party, the “Neo” would arrange to show 
a short Palestinian film which would create a favourable atmosphere for 
: a “ whip-roucd,’’ and thus help to swell the ever needy Zionist 
unas, 

Miss Ruth Waxman, the ‘‘ Neo’s’’ Hon. Secretary, said that as yet a 
number of the members were only interested in the sucial side, but this 
would eventually be changed as a more intimate knowledge of the 
technical side of films, film producing and film acting is gained through 
the medium of interesting lectures and practical experience. With film 
stock costing as much as 17s.

SATISFACTORY RESULTS 


‘DIVIDENDS MAINTAINED 


MR. L. N. DE ROTHSCHILD ON THE OUTLOOK 


The Annual General Court of the Alliance Assurance Co., Ltd., was held on 
Monday at the Head Office, Bartholomew Lane, London, E.C. 

Mr. Lionel N. de Rothschild, O.B.E. (the Chairman) presided. 

The Secretary, Mr. P. F. Nichols, having read the Notice convening the 
meeting and report of the Auditors, 

The Chairman said: To turn now to the business of the meeting, the 
net new Life business completed daring the year under review amounted to 
£3,222,985. This figure is leas than the record total transacted in the year 1932, 
but having regard to the conditions which prevailed throughout the year, it 
may be regarded as satisfactory. 

The mortality experience during the year has not been so favourable as that 
to which we have grown accustomed, but the total amount of the claims by 
death was still well within the amount expected under the mortality tables ased 
for the Company’s valuation. 

The amount received for annuity consideration was again very large, being 
£200,791 as compared with an average amount of something like £6,000 per 
annum prior to the conversion of the 5 per cent. War Loan, 


QUINQUENNIAL VALUATION 


Special interest attaches on this occasion to the results of the actuarial 
valuation made at the end of the twenty-second quinquennium in the Company's 
history. In my address to the members last year, I referred to the new mortality 
tables which were being prepared by the Institate of Actuaries and the Faculty 
of Actuaries in Scotland. These tables were not available in time for the recent 
valuation and therefore the basis adopted for the valuation of the life assurance 
business, wasthe same as that adopted five years ago. For the annuity 
business new tables were brought into use and the result is that the valuation 
basis for the annuity business has been materially strengthened The avai! 
able surplus disclosed by the valuation was very large, namely, £2,639,146. 
Before deciding how much of this surplus might properly be allocated to the 
participating policy-holders on the present occasion, the Directors gave the 
most serious consideration to the position. 

In view of the great fall which has occurred in the rate of interest that can be 
obtained on high-class securities since the conversion of the 5 per cent. War 
Loan, it is clear that profite on life assurance business in the future must 
be materially jess than in recent years. In the result the Directors have 
deciared on the policies in the current series a compound reversionary bonus 
at the rate of 388. per cent. per annum, as compared with the rate of 42s. per 
cent. per annum dtclared five years ago. The members’ proportion of the 
surplus divided is £195,572; and it will be seen that one-fifth of this amount, 
namely, £39,774, has been carned to Profit and Loss for the year 


FIRE AND MARINE ACCOUNTS ‘ 


In the Fire Account we have to report:a result which [am sure you will 
regard as eminently satisfactory. The profit on the account is even larger than 
that for 1932. The premium income shows a emali decline. This is due not to 
loss of business but to reduction in rates and the depreciation in the foreign 
exchanges. You will observe that the additional reserve in the Fire Account 
has been increased by £100,000 and the ammount transferred to Profit and Loss 
3 to that extent reduced. 

In the Marine Acconnt we have again to report a material shrinkage of 
Premium income. This is not a matter for any surprise. One has only to 
look at the reports of the Shipping Companies to see why this shrinkage has 
occurred. It is not only the want of traffic, but insurance rates and cond: 
tions generally are jess favourable and Underwriters have to face a reduction 
in income from both causes. We may, 1 think, congratulate ourselves on the 
result of the Underwriting Account of 1931, in respect of which we have set 
aside a sum of £40,000, which shonid prove more than sufficient to satisfy any 
claims that are yet to fall on that year’sincome. With regard to the 1932 account, 
which will be closed at the end of the current year, we are hopeful that 
unless something unforeseen should occur we may be able to give you a fairly 
satisfactory result. As to the 1933 Underwriting Account, too short a time has 
elapsed for me to make any forecast or express any opinion whatsoever. 


ACCIDENT DEPARTMENT 


With regard to the Accident Department, there isa very smai! reduction ip 


the premium income to record, but generally speaking the business Was maip- 
tained satisfactorily and it isan encouraging sign of the improvement in the trade 
ami industry of the country that the Workmen's Compensation premium 
income regained some of the ground lost in the previous year. There was aiso 
a gain in the Burglary and Miscellaneous business, but in the Motor section the 
premiums were less, largely because of the increased * No Claim ” Bonus which 
was introduced last year. 

I feel confident that you will regard the resalts of the year's operations in 
the Accident Department as satisfactory. The total premiums were £1,159,328 
and the transfer to Profit and Loss was £154,896. 

Turning now to Profit and Loss Account, you will see that we hay e trane- 
ferred £100,000 to Keserve and £50,000 to Staff Pension Fund. In addition, we 
have increased the reserve in the Fire Account by £100,000 and our carry-forward 
is very little less than the amount brought in, namely, £1,231,195, as compared 
with £1.240019. Practically speaking, therefore, we have been able, as the 
result of the trading operations of the year, to maintain our dividend, to provide 
for all outgoings of every kind and to increase our reserves by something like a 

ihion. 
THE OUTLOOK | 

And now you will expect me to say something with regard to 1934. lt is 
fortunate that the Chairman of an Insurance Company, unlike the Chairman 
of one of the big Banks, is expected neither to expound new theories which 
would lead to financial prosperity nor to censure the Government for having 
failed to foresee what no one else foresaw. The eyes: of the whole world have 
been turned on the experiment introduced in the United States by Mr. Roose- 
velt, an experiment which is still being carried out and which I hesitate either 
to criticise or approve. In England the situation 1s certainly brighter and I see 
no reason why the return to prosperity should not contmue if the principles of 
sound finance are maintained. 

There is, however, a slight indication of returning cy, vagpe in other 
eountries besides England, and it is pleasant to be able to report that 
in all the countries where this exists and which are debtors a willing- 
ness to attempt to meet some of their obligations is to be found, but 
the problems of currency transfer still remain complicated and gloomy. 
Only with an imerease of international trade can the free transfer 
between creditor and debtor nation be carried out, and the signs of an 
increase in international trade are further remote than ever. In the 
meantime, it is pleasing to note that 874 per cent. of our marketable securities 
are within the British Empire and only about 124 per cent. are spread over the 
rest of the world. 

I have already mentioned the lower rates of interest that we are receiving. 
This is largely due to the bold policy of the Government in their conversion 
scheme which, though it may act adversely toa few individuals, must be for the 
general good and must have the full support of every citizen.

Speaking in the House of Commons on Tuesday, Mr, Shakespeare, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Health, gave some figures of 
the progress that was being made in the building of houses, During the 
year ended March 3lst, he said, 266,000 houses were completed, which was 
easily the greatest number of any year since the War. For the six 
months ended on the same day, 153,290 houses were built, of which 
120,781 were provided by private enterprise without subsidy. About 45,000 
of the houses provided by unassisted private enterprise were Working-class 
houses. If the 29,399 houses provided under subsidy by local authorities 
are added, it would appear that some 75,000 low-rented houses of the kind 
specially required were provided during this period. “The Government” 
(says Tue Times), “is fully entitled to claim that the provision of these 
houses at the rate of 150,000 a year is far better than anyone could have 
hoped a short time ago; and the inference to be drawn is that the gradual 
withdrawal of the competition of subsidized municipal houses is attracting 
private enterprise into the business of building houses to let. In these 
circumstances, no special anxiety need “be caused by the small total of 
houses provided by local authorities without subsidy. The figures are the 
more striking because they do not and cannot represent the peak results 
of the Government's housing policy. At least, for the next three years, 
the provision of replacement houses under the Act of 1950 must increase 
to an extent which ought to make good more than the decline in building 
under the Act of 1924.”

The London Music Festival 
The Three “B.'s.” 


lt may sometimes be wisest to take good concerts gratefully 
without asking too closely into their raison d'etre. In. default of 
any satisfactory explanation in justification of the “ London Music 
Festival,” one must suppose that the B.B.C. bas given us this 
festival out of the bounty of its generosity, and accept it in the spirit 
in which it appears to be offered. There seems to be no coherent, 
unified design in the construction of the six programmes which are 
to be given, so that each concert must be judged on its own merits. 
The first was wholly classic in programme; in fact, it 
was a representative selection from the three ~ B.'s.” Bach's 
Brandenburg Concerto No. 1 always sounds a little unbalanced 
when played by a full-sized, modern orchestra, even when 
the parts are enlarged proportionately. It was given. careful 
playing that yet revealed no sign of the outstanding perform- 
ance that was to come later. Nor did Beethoven's violin concerto. 
sound 80 impressive as it should have been, for Carl Flesch seemed 
strangely ill at ease, his bowing was laboured, and the tone he 
produced was unusually unsympathetic and at times harsh. I am 
no advocate of “ jazzing up the classics,” but the slow movement 
was taken 60 slowly that it almost stopped altogether. After the 
interval Adrian Boult had the orchestra to himself again in Brahms 
third symphony, and the playing was altogether different. All the 
pomp and splendour of the great romantic age were paraded to 
dazzle and enchant, and although | thought | knew the beautiful 
and magnificent details of this symphony by heart, Dr. Boult 
revealed new ones. 


Honours to Horowitz 
A YOUNG MAN'S VIEW OF CHAIKOWSKY 

There can be two opinions as to the necessity or advisability 
of including Hindemith’s Das Unaufhérliche” (played on Monday 
evening) in the programme of the “ London Music Festival.’ There 
can be only One opinion as to the soundness of the programme given 
on Wednesday evening, since it included three British composers 
one of their works having a first performance, another a second per 
formance, and the third being among the most popular compositions 
of the late Sir Edward Elgar.
